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.THE CONSERVATIVE CHINAMAN. 


——————— 


(Daily Press, 22nd October.) 


It is a@ curious consideration after so 
many years’ intercourse with tle Chinese 
how little most Europeans understand 
of the inner nature of the native charac- 
ter. In a well-known passage in one of 
his novels, THackezayY points out, with an 
amount of pathos unusual in so cynical a 
writer, to how small an extent people who 
have been in the most intimate relations 
lives really appreciate one 
another’s true characters. If this is true 
with regard to ordinary persons, it is much 
more so with respect to people of different 
ustionality and traditions, and it vecomes 
atill more noticeable when these differences 
are so great us those existing between 
Europeans and Asiatica,and more especially, 
between the former and people so self- 
contained as the Chinese. Those who have 
dwelt any length of time in China are on 
their return home commouly asked what is 
the character of the Chinese, as though ao 
answer to such a question could be given 
in half u dozen words and on the spur of 
the momevt. Unfortunately it is often so 


given, not only in speech but in writing, 


and the description is generally of the most 
superficial nature. ‘lo form any idea’ of 
what the Chinaman's character really is 
demands a study of years, and no one can 
hope to arrive at any understanding of the 
threal oughts and disposition of the Chinese 
without an amount cf personal intercourse 
with them which few out here either desire 
or are in a position to have, if they wished 
‘it. To obtain even an approximate idea of 


_ amy national character, it is essential to 


know something of the language of the 
people concersed, and to have intercourse 
with them ou easy terms andin their own 
way. A “ Pidgin Fnglish’"! acquaintance 
with a limited class will not go very far. 
Everyone has a character which, consciously 
or unconsciously, be puts on day by day as 
he does his clothes. This character is not 
himself, and is indeed often very far re- 
moved from lis, true nature. There is so 
much to be dc-ne everywhere that is purely 
conventional that the outward manifestation 
of a man’s character must of necessity be 
largely dependent upon and influencéd by 
hig surroundings and by the habits and 
feelings of those with whom he associates. 
Witb the Chinaman a conventional character 
of this kind is a very marked feature. 


. There is a certain type of Chinese “ good 


form” which he has ever before his eyes, 
and which he can rarely be induced to 
forget. He would any day rather be found 
wanting in honesty than. in politeness, and 
the worst thing in his opinion that @ man 
can do is to go counter to recognised con- 
ventionalities. ‘Mei yeu quei-chu” (he 
has rot manners) is the severest indictinent 
that can be made by’ him against anyone. 
It-is not what he does, but how he does it, 
that the Chinaman cares most about — 
though perhaps in this lie does uot so very 
much differ from many in other places. But 
with a people so much wrapt up in their 


_ own formalities it is not easy eveu fur those | 
who have close relations with them—cficials 


speaking the language, missiouaries and 
others—to find out very much of their trué 
character from personul observativu, while 
the large majority of people, who come to 
China with the simple object for which 


“Pat” crossed the blue sea—that 18 to | 
“ better their fortunes ” in business of some | 


kind or another—-the Chinaman with whom 
they have dealt for years or decades remains 
aa.much a sealed book as on the day they 


first landed in the country. 


Of late years, however, the Chinaman has 
to some liftle extent come out of his shell, 
and, if wae not know very much of the 
inner working of his mind, we at least 
know more of the ordinary ways of the 
Chinese with whom we come in contact; 
and on the whole a better feeling has grown 
up between the Celestial and the European. 
Many of the old accepted traditions as to 
his extreme conservatism have been proved 
to be exaggerated. That the Chinese can 
i only go on in their own old ways and are 
_ quite ingapable of adopting “innovations ie 
| a belief stitl adhered to by many. But if 
we look at the question in the light of ex- 
perience and fact there is much that goes 
the. other way. Time was when it was 
thought an-almost wild idea that railways 
would ever be introduced into China; and 
the absence of these outward signs of 
modern civilization was constantly quoted 
as a proof of the backwardness of the 
Chinese and the impossibility of bringing 
‘them to understand and appreciate Western 
improvements, The answer of the officials 
was always the same. “ We will have all 
these things when we can have them under 
(our own control”; and, looked at in the light 
| of recent évents, it is to be regretted that 
| China did nut in all cases adhere “to this 
| sound view of the matter. But by degrees 
‘railways have become familiar amidst 
the old-fashioned surroundings of this 
j country, and ~ in the same way the 
Chinaman has adopted many other foreign 
improvements which in former days were 
considered entirely alien to him and his 
wavs. He has his own steamer companies 
‘aud his own insurance offices, and indeed, 
“wherever a clearly useful and practical end 
is to le obtained by the adoption of 
Europeau methods, he has been ready to 
accept them, Slowly it is true, but still 
markedly, he has made progress within the 
last twenty or thirty years; and when it is 
considered how vast is the difference in the 
education and instinct of the Chinaman as 
compared with the European the progress 
which has actually been made is rather more 
than less than might have been anticipated. 
Still, in his intercourse with foreigners, the 


ness and reserve. He looks upon ua as 
curiosities, and to us in most things he is 
still an unexplained mystery. We meet 
him in business day by day, but kmow very 
little of him outside his business dealings. 
At times, however,’ we obtain glimpses of 
characteristics little suspected. Even here 
in Hongkong observant persons must oc- 
casioually have been struck by displays of 
ability of which they had little idea. Some 
of the speeches which Lave been made by 
‘leading Chinamen in this Colony upon 
formal occasions bave been models of correct 
diction and good taste—and might be 
studied with advantage by many public 
speakers not only in these parts but in more 
important centres. In many ways which 
wou'd not have been thought of in former 
times, common ground for intercourse in 
something more than business has been 
, found; and, on the whole, there has beer 
a betier feeling on both sides between 
Europeans aud Chinese. It 1s true matters 
have not gone very far, and the most literal 
must feel that there must be many changes 
in Chinese ideas and- habits before any- 
thing like intimate social relations can be 
established. ‘lo expect this would be to 
look for the impossible; but even as things 
are, there are opportunities for friendly 
interchange of courtesies ; aud for co-up-ra- 
tion in schemes fur the common good ut the 
Chinese and Europeans, which will have the 
effect of making each understand the other

‘ Fortunately there is one quality which the 
Chinaman hus that will mitigate a great 
deal of the harm which might be supposed 
to arise from certain of his habits. He 
always keeps very much to himself, and 
has no idea of Forcing his wnys upon 
other people, if indeed, of even advocat- 
‘ing them. This makes all the differencs 
in respect to u great deal that he does, 
If the cambling resorts that he sets’ 
up were likely to be a temptation to Euro- 
peans, it would be unquestionably the duty 
of the State to put them down in tha same 
way us any other institution likely to lead 
the community to temptation and harm. 
But no European ever thinks of going to a 
Chinese gambling house, and the matter 
therefore stauds upon a special footing. The 
same consideratious apply to opium smoking. 
The Chinese get on very well notwithstand- 
ing their indulgence in a habit which would 


: be pernicious to Europeans; and there is 
: Very little chance of their example in this 


respect affecting any persons not of their 
nationality—or at least any of European 
nutionali¢y. We may not particularly like 
either habit, but after all, in a public. point 
of view the question is not a matter of taste, 
be’ ofthe amount of potential harm. Of 
course such questions staud upon a sume- 
what different footing in this Colony to 
that on which they rest in countries to 
which the Chinese have emigrated with no 
idea of becoming permanent residents; bu 
merely as sujourners for a specific purpose 
dnd for a limited time. Here we have a 
certain moral responsibility with regard to 
the established native resideuts and nay be 
expected to do as much as is possible for 
raising them in the moral and social scale, 
But with men who merely come fora few 
years to work and to returo then to their 
own country with the products of their 
labour, if is as much‘as can be asked that, 
while they are treated with justice, they 
should not be interfered with in their ways 
of life more than is necessary tu- prevent 
their|doing harm to those around them. 
This danger, however, as before observed, is. 
reduced to a minimum through the tendency 
of the Chinese, wherever they are, to keep 
| to themselves. As time goes on their ways 
‘will become understood; and there is no 
i reason why they should uot be as valuable 
in developing the South African mines as 
| they were in former times in constructing 
the Pacific Railway—and this without doing 
wny serious hari to the people around 
thew. It has been suggested thnt the 
Chinese might exercise a pernicious influence 
but this. is in 
the highest degree improbable —indeed it is 
outside serious consideration. ‘Tbe China- 
man looks upon: black men as so entirely 
beneath him that it is certain he will have 
nothing to do with them —and the South 
African native on his part ‘regards the 
Chinaman with quite as little respect. The 
reat thing for our friends in South Africa

Indeed it is not/tuo much to believe that 
the rendition jof the Malacca was onl: 
brought about by the refusal of the -Frene 
to recognise. its legitimacy, as they had 
evidently refused to be drawn iuto a con- 
flict in which they had no interest, and an 
issuc the justice of which they coyld not 
accept. This later attempt to involve them 
| in a disastrous war should give President 
LouseT cause for consideration. France 
hus, it is true, concluded an alliance with 
Russia for politital reasons, foremost of 
which is'the desire to maintain the etatus 
quo in Europe. But that alliance, valuable 
as it uray have proved—or may be thought 
to have proved—to Franca, may be pur- 
chased at too dear a cost. A Power like 
France would uaturally bé loth to repudi- 
ate an alliance when her ally was in: rather 
sore straite ; but nothing can justify Russia 
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<not even her semi-barbarism—for using 
dishonourable devices in order to plunge 
France in a war which would not only be 
repugnant to her feelings, lut also calculated 
to lead to widespread disaster. In this 
cise we hold that France would be justified, 
politically and morally, in terminating an 
alliance which has always been one-sided 
and has now become treacherous. If such 
a step were taken it would, we think, be 
applauded by at least the greater portion of 
the world, and we should not be surprised 
if the British Government, departing from 
its older policy of isolation, did not volunteer 
to create a new Anglo-French alliance for 
the preservation of the ‘peace of Europe, 
which while threatening no one would bea 
guarantee against aggressive desi .3 on the 
part of Russia, and better ensure the object 
so many great European statesmen have for 
the past half century laboured to secure.

‘ere this done with consideration for the 
roops t would be an enormous tax on the 
esources of the country ; but it is not done 
ith cousideration, as the unfortunate con- 
cript knows to his cost, and even in times 
f profound peace the loss of life is some- 
hing enortous. The annual cost in life, 
veil in time of peace, is greater than in 
ther more favoured lands is entailed by 
he bloodiest of wars.

Under the circumstances the Government 
f the TsakK has been impressing on the 
Governor-General and the General the 
actual necessity of a victory of some sort:

either truly hideous or crudely plain. The’ 


present Law Courts are irredeemably ugly, 
the Market House, little short of frightful, 
the Government Offices severely plain and 
solemn, the Post Office contemptible, The 
City Hall, which alone has som pretensivus 
to nrchitecture, was not buit( by Govern- 
ment, having been raised by subscription. 
Government House is solid and substantial, 
and its extreme simplicity is redeemed by 
its charming setting of foliage. 
altogether, however, It is simply marvellous 
how our predecessors seem to have .con- 
spired to preserve a uniformity of ugliness in 
our surroundings. Seeing how dull, grey, 


and squalid is the outlook in the native 


quarters of Victoria, it might have been 
thought they would have done something 
to crente @ contrast to the dead level of 
Chinese uncomeliness. oo 
Even up to the present: moment thia ten- 
dency of the official mind remains to vex 
those of us who have any yearnings after 
the beautiful. The City Square, which 
might for some years huve been a thing of 
benuty aad a feast to the eye, still rem:ins 


‘on the one side x howling waste, though 


the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank and Sir 
Paut Caarer have done their part in 
making the-westero half—tle former by” 
their tastefully railed and well-kept gardens, 
and the latter by the erection of a stately 
pile, the Prince's Buildings. It is true that 
the new Law Courts will be a fine building 
when completed, but during the decade in 
which they have been nebulous the ground 
might bave been laid out and railed off to 
match the Bank’s bright parterres and 
green turf. True also is it that Sir Hewry 
Buake promised that the site. opposite the 
Hongkong Club (now occupied by amatshed - 
in which a section of the Police is quartered) 
should be-laid out as a garden, but the fal- 
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filment of this scheme, like his new Clock 
Tower, seems fated to be relegated to 
some distant future for the enjoyment of 
another generation of colonists. We are 
not aware whether, and to what extent, Sir 
MarrHew Naruan is influenced by love of 
the beautiful, but we sincerely hope that 
His Excellency will recognise that there is 
really no necessity why tha centre of the 
-city should remain indefinitely disfigured 
for the benefit. of contractors. The Praya 
Reclamation work is practically finished 
and the office devoted to it might now be 
removed, nnd the ground opposite to the 
Bank Gardens in front of Queen's Build- 
ings might be cleared, Inia out and fenced 
in, ready to receive the statue of the Prince 
of Wates which is being presented to the 
Colony by Mr. J. J. Bern Invinc. That 
of His Majesty King Epwanp VII. to he 
presented by Sir Paun Cuarer, which will 
arrive here simultaneously with it, will find 
a site, we believe, in the Bank Gardens 
facing Queen's Victoria's statue.

BOUNTY-RED SUGAR, . 
The ATTORNEY-GENERAL proposed the 
second reading of a Bill entitled An Ordinancs 
to give effect to Article VIIT.of the Brussela 
Sugar Convention, 1902. 
The CotonraL SECRETARY seconded 
H.E, rus Governor said—that in the year 
1902 a convention was made: aye ‘Yepresenta- 
tives of most of the European Powers of-which 
the object was the restriction of the bounty feed- 
ing of sugar. The Colony was noti self a party 
of the convention, and could not become one 
without placing the refineries in bond under 
the supetvision, night and day, of revenue 
officers, and without incurring’ other inconven- 
iences. But the advantage of having its: sugar 
admitted into the countries that adhered-to the 
lai tne at the lowest rate of import duty 
was secured to the Colony provided, in the first 
instance, that no bounty was given by thecolony 
to sugar exported, and provided secondly 
that the Colony took the necessary steps to 
prevent sugar that came from countries that - 
gave bounties passing through it to countries 
that were parties to the convention without it 
being clearly shown ‘that.the sugar which was 
imported had not originaily been bounty fed. 
Of course, Hongkong did not give any bounties 
on sugar, and as- regarded the second proviso, 
the Imperial Government had undertaken that 
it should be fulfilled. That undertaking might 
be given effect in two. ways. First of all, — 
sugar might bs refined ‘in bond, so that sugar. 
refined from bounty fed: material could. be 
kept separate from sugar-refined from non-bounty, 
fed material, and every package exported 
to a convention country could have been certified. . 
to be from the latter class. This method would 
be very inconvenient, and also, there would sti:l 
be a chance of sugar refined in the Colony 
being excluded from countries adhering to the 
convention. The other method was to ex- 
clude any bounty fed sugar from enter-* 
ing the Colony. That. was the ‘method 
embodied in the Bill before the Council. 
It was not considered that any inconvenicnce 
would be caused by the prohibition, in view of 
the fact that practically no boanty fed sugar at 
present reached the Colony. Further, the Bill

We have already a system which 
has proved satisfactory of dealing with their 
cases. The third purposd of the Ordinance is 
formal but necessary to avoid any possible 
conflict. with the China and Japan Order in 
Council 1865, which provides that in certain 
events which need not be specified we have to 
receive British subjects. deported from China. 
It is obligatory on Hongkong to receive British 
subjects deported from China. This Ordinance 
8 not meant to clash with that. I beg to move 
the second reading. 

The CotonraL SECRETARY seconded.

AN UNFORTUNATE EUROPRAN, 

An enquiry was held into the circumstances 
iyonented with a collision between the launch 

Yut Sum and a sampan. in the waters of the 
Colony on the IXth inst, 

Mr. F. P. Sloove stated that he and the chief 
officer of the steamer Ai. ong Sang ‘were 
passengers in a sampan ou the evening of the 

IXth inst. When approaching the Praya 
landing ‘steps. the sampan was struck by the 
launch ~Fué Swin.- and was capsized. “They 
managed to cling to the sampan till rescued by 
a passing boat. [he launch afterwards 
took the wrecked boat in tow. Those on the 
launch did not throw them any lifebuoys. 
although they had four on board. (Witness pro- 
duced orte of thesé, which he had taken as 
evidence of the name of the launch). After 
going back to his ship to put on dry clothes he 

. went ashore and reported the case at the police 
station: He furnished an account of his losses, 

’ which comprised a pocket book containing $173, 
a passenger's ticket to Shanghai, three $10 notes 
and a cigar case; also sundry papers and refer- 
ences relating to his previous occupations 
and whereabouts. Loose change and some keys 
remained in his pocket, which enabled him- to 
compensate the sampan people who pleaded 
their loss. 

Replying to the Court. witness said le tried } 
to get the number of the sampan. but in 
the confusion and excitement could not make 
ont what number the sampan man gave him. ; 
The sampan was under sail on the starboard: 
tack. She was carrying alight. He first saw the 
steam launch about 200 yards off, showing her 
steaming snd bow lights. She sounded no 
whistle. The launch tried in the first instance 
to cross their bows, but on finding there was 
not room, tried to come under their stern, and 
hit the sampan on the starboard bow. The 
sampan was kept straight on, until seeing a 
collision was inevitable. she was brought up in 
the wind. 

Ho Kam, master of the Yut Sum, said he 
was making for the triangular wharf. sitnated 
near the Macao-Canton steamer wharf; When 
he saw the sampan making for the share he gave 
one blast on his whistle to indicate that the sam- 
pan was to go faster. The meaning of the one 
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blast on the whistle was to turn te’the green light 
side. He did not turn. The sampan altered 
her eourse in such a manner that sampan and 
launch were facing one another. He altered 
his course to ‘starboard and then went: 
astern, and struck the sampan on the port 
bow. 

Replying to questions, witness said he was 
going half speed, four to five knots an hour. 
He ficst saw the sampan more than 100 yards 
off. He did throw over one lifebnoy. ~

Re SUN FU, DECEASED. 

A coroner's inquest‘ was held on tha 24th 
inst.. by Mr. H. H.-J. Gompertz. into the 
circumstances of the death of Sun Fu. a ricksha 
coolie who died at the Government Civil Hospital 
on the l4th of September. ~ [t was alleged that 
he died fron injuries inflicted by a Luropean | 
constable. who*kicked him. 

Messrs. James Little, Harry Eyre and -J.. 
Rodgors (foreman) were sworn as jurors. 

Mr. Gompertz gave a short account of the 
circumstances attending the deceased's death. 
The man was a ricksha coolie who came back to 
his coolie house on the L8th September. and 
made a stitement to his friends to the effect 
that a European constable had kicked him in 
tha foot and back. He showed the marks. and 
said that some people had witnessed the assault. 
Next day a report was ma‘le to Police Inspector 
Gaul by one of his friends. Inspector Gaul made 
an examination. and sent the man to hospital. 
Next day he said tbat two mu came up 
to him, wuile ho was sitting on the xhatts of 
his ricksha (at the corner of Poasession S re-t 
and Qu en's Road). and one of them kicked 
him.” Dr. Laing pronounced tlhe man to be 
dangerously ill. All the European constables: 


who were or might have been on duty about 


the neighbourhood in question when the assault 
took place were paraded, but the man could not 
identify anybody. He subsequently died under 
ordinary circumstances. When he was on the 
point of death he made a statement before Mr. 
J. H. Kemp, but as he would not admit. that 
he was in danger of death this was vot admis- 
sible to be considered as ovidence—that was, 
because of the absence of that soleranity 
which would be present if a man_helieved 


he was abont to die. As. however. a 
coroners inquest was less formal than a 
trial. Mr. Gompertz thought it admis- 


sible to let the jurors know everything con- 
nected with the man’s death. They must not 
base their verdict on the statement. thongh. 
Those who witnessed the occurrence were rick- 
sha coolies. ‘There appeared to be no doubt 
that there was an assault—blows on the hack — 
which caused rupture of the spleen. from which 
the man died. 

Evidence was led. 

Dr. Laing. Assistant Superintendent of the 
Government Civil Hospital. gave evidence that 
at Yam. onthe 15th September a Chinese 
coclie. 4) vears of age. residing at No. “4. 
Wyndham Street. was admitted ioto the 
Government Civil Hospital. He examined him. 


and found several bruises on the back and loins. | 


One bruise was just over the spleen. At 2 p.m. 
as he was getting considerably worse, he was 
operated on. and died shortly afterwards. As 
the resnlt of-a post mortem examination the 
deceased was found to have a diseased spleen. 
At least four or five kicks must hive been given 
with considerable violence The man suffered 
great pain. An operation was the only hope of 
saving his life. * . 

Mr. F. J. Baddeley. Captain Superintendent 
of Policé, gave evidence that from enquiri:s he 
learned that P.-C. Ryan had been ou duty 
with a recruit, P.-C. Foer. at the time 
and district in question. P.-—'. Fowler was also 
on duty with another reerait, P.-C. Huller, on 
patrol duty in the section. of Queen's Road 
taking in the corner of P.ssesxion Street.

De- 
ceased was crushed between the ship's side and 
a boat, while employed making fast the s.s 
Kwong Tah to the China Merchants’ buoy, in 
Hongkong Harbour, on Tuesday. morning. A 
number of. launches towing cargo boats 
surrounded the vessel. and one of the. cargo - 
boats crashed into the ship's boat. Four men 
out of.five comprising the boat's crew managed 
to jump clear, but.deceased was crushed and 
subsequently died from shock. 

wok Mun, master of the lanoch San Bhan: 
and Ho. Tso, master of the Cargo Boat No. 487, 
were brought before the coroner. 

essrs, A. K. Stuart, G. Newell, and C. W. 
May (foreman) were empanelled as jury. 

Willian Henry Lunt,- master of the s.s. 
Kwong Tuh, deposed that-when he arrived here, 
at about seven o'clock on Tuesday morning, he 
was surrqunded by steam launches towing 
sugar-laden cargo junks. A number of the 
launches mado fast to his steamer. Some of 
them steamed ahead of his ship. Owing 
to the strong tide and the drag of th: boats 
made fast to his steamer he was hardly 
able to make any headway, though the 

enzines were working “full ahead" all the tima. 

As the ship would not steer properly witnes: 
decided to anchor, but this he co 11d not do for 
some time as the anchor would have fallen on 
one of the cargo boats under the steamor's bow. 

After some delay the bows were sufficiently 
clear to let gaan anchor, and witness hoisted 
the police flag.. “after the police had cleared 
the boats away witness proceeded to the China 
Merchants’ wharf. A boat was lowered to 
tuke a rope to the buoy. Steam launches’ 
and their tows,- however, were gradually 
closing on his ship again. One ca- go boat, being: 

towed. crushed inte the ship's boat, which had 
five of the crewin it. Four of the men jumped 
on to the cargo bout, but the other had both his 
logs crushed between the boat and the ship's 
side. ~ He wis placed on tha police launch and 
couveyed to Government Civil Hospital. The 
several launches all’ contributed more or less to 

the accident, as they were all crowding each 
other. He took the names of 14 of the 
launches close. to his ship. He thought 
they were all equally to blame. Witness 
was. unable to avert the accident. and the . 
‘ boat's crew had not even sufficient room to 
put out un oar to pull farther ahead. The 
deceased man was in the after pirt of the boat.

In view of the scheme for the adoption of the 
gold standard laid before the Chinese Govern- 
ment by Professor J. W. Jénks of the United 
States’ ‘Commission on International Exchange, 
which is now under the consideration of the 
Chinese Government, I do not see my way at 
present to do more than give it my general 
support by taking such opportunities as may

I would, however, take the liberty of pointing 
‘out to the Chairmen of the respective Chambers 
that the reference in paragraph 2 of the 
memorial to “the establishment of a uniform 


_ national coinage as provided by Treaty "is not

“With respect to articles and material for 
telegraphic and telephonic installations, un- 
necessary hardship is imposed by treating them 
all as contraband of war—even those articles 
which are evidently and unquestionably intended 
for merely domestic or industrial uses, With 
r-spect to railway material, the Judgment of 
the Court appears to proceed in plain violation 
of the terms of the Imperial Order, according 
to which they are to be deemed to be contraband 
of war only if intended for the construction 
of railways. The United States Government 
regrets that it could not concede that telegraphic, 
telephonic, and railway materials are confiscable 
simply because destined to the open commercial 
ports of a belligerent. ; ; 

“When war exists between powerful States, 
it is vital to the legitimate maritime commerce 
of neutral States that there be no relaxation 
of the rule—no deviation from the criterion— 
for determining what constitutes contraband of 
war, lawfully subject to belligerent ‘capture, 
namely—warlike nature, use, and destination. 
Articles which, like arms and ammunition, are 
by their nature of self-evident warlike use, are 
contraband of war, if destined to enemy’s ter- 
ritory ; but articles which, like’ coal, cotton, and 
provisions, though of ordinarily innocent are

ture and confiscation unless shown by eyidence

THE METHODS OF EXTENDING 
USINESS IN CHINA. 


The British Consul at Canton in his report 
for 19U8 | remarks: -;I om constantly the 
recipient of admirable price lists and descriptive 
catalogues|from British firms at home, which I 
endearour |to place to the best advantage of the 
. But in nine cases ont of ten I feet 
the futility of this method of extending business 
in China. | Such lists and catslogues being only 
in English can only be made known by { 
agency of| British firms on the spot, and eee 
asa rule, have neither the special knowledge 
nor the staff to enable them to do thig with 
practical offect. For instance, a firm of 
machine makers sent’ me not long ago an 
elaborate illustrated pamphlet, which would be 
sufficient perhaps to assist a European merchant, 
with expert/knowledge. to extend thatline of busi- 
ness. In Canton there are no machinery experts 
amongst op British merchants, and even if 
there were, the first step they avould naturally 
take would|be to ask the home firm to send out 
some working specimens of the machines to 
show to Chinese. 
understood] by such manufacturers that almost 
their only hope of establishing a footing is to 
send out qualified representatives with working 
specimens.| The creation of a paying market 
in any novelty is a tedious process in China. 
and the local British merchant will not attempt 
the task thout more inducement than a cata- 
logue. ‘commerc.ul friend, the leading 
representative of an old firm of standing, lias 
pointed out to me a difficulty which actually 
accurred to him in sucha case. He was prepared 
atter some|trouble and enquiry to risk capital 
and effort! in pushing the wares of a British 
manufacturing firm, but he wished to make it one 
of the conditions of his assistance that he should 
be the sole agent in China for the purpose for a 
specified period. This was refused, and those 
wares are, I believe, still unrepresented in the 
Chinese market.

A RECENT CORONER'S INQUEST. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PRESS.” 


. Hongkong, 25th October. 

Srr,—A verdict of “death from a ruptured 
spleen as a result of violence " was returned by 
the jury sitting at an inquest held: yesterday re 
the death of a ricksha coolie who died at the 
Government Civil Hospital. 

According to the evidence given by Dr. Laing,

“PIECE GOODS. 

Mesars. Noel, Murray & Co’s. Piece Goods Trade 
Report, dated Shanghai, 20th October, states :— 
There is no improvement to advise in the demand 
for “ spot” goods genefally, though a strong en-. 
quiry continues for certain makes that are in short 
supply, and parcels bought to arrive are anxiously 
looked tok and takén prompt delivery of from the 


steamer. As regards forward business, however. | 


there is still some eagerness to buy, and contracts 
are being nfinde for delivery later and later.next 
year; neither do prices seem to’stand in the way, 
the confidence with which the deplers are operat- 
‘ing being really marvellots. And yet- when ‘it 
come ‘> enquiry into the‘ condition of the markets 
these goods, aré to stipply there does not appear 
anything special to. encourage such confidence, in 
fact there is a growi 
whole country which, to the casual’ onlooker, is 
not at all reassuring. Grest changes are undoubt- 
.edly imininent in the near future which are more 
than likely to have a disturbing influence on trade 
for ‘the time being, apart. from the possibility of. 
the war heing relentlessly carried on, with the 
constant chance of complications arising by which 
other nations may become involved! However, 
the Japanese are now in measurable distance of 
Moukden, which they are. determined to occupy 
before thé end of the present campaign, and once 
there, with their lines of communication free, it 


will be difficult to move them back again. The | 


demand for Newchwang has fallen off, owing, it is 
said, to trade routes being blocked by thé yemoval 
of tho wounded from -the terrible fight that hus 
recently been going on North of Liaovang. There 
is still, however, a:great demand for tonnage for 
the coveyance of cdtton and food stuffs. There is 
ng improvement in the direction of either Tientsin 
or Hankow, and except for American goods clear- 
ances arc not oyer satisfactory.’ Buying for Japan 
has been discontinued for the time being. The 
Manchester market keeps very firm, and what 
business is being done is at full rates and for the 
most part for distant delivery.
